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Next step forward 



for city park plan

ELY is one step closer to securing 
extravagant new play areas, 
footpaths and protected beauty 
spots. 

Plans for the city's multi-million 
pound country park have now won 
the unanimous support of coun¬ 
cillors. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s community services committee 
voted to move the £5 million project forward 
last week after they were given a detailed 
presentation of the proposals by designers 
Sheils Flynn Consultants. 

The new country park could be completed 
by the end of 2011, if planning applications, 
once submitted, are approved. 

The park is expected to strike a balance 
between conservation, access and play, 
transforming land around the city into a 
haven for residents, wildlife and tourists. 

Plans include building new footbridges, 
play parks, conservation areas, open spaces 
and enhancements to existing features, such 
as the railway crossing on Kiln Lane. 

Cllr Fred Brown, district council leader, 
said: “The plan that councillors and the 
general public have seen shows there is a lot 
to offer for Ely. 

“This is just the beginning but it is now 
going to the next stage, which is exciting.

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Restaurant hit 
by fire to move

A FAMILY-RUN restaurant 
which was destroyed in a 
blaze will relocate temp¬ 
orarily - while plans are 
made to rebuild the ravaged 
premises. 

Yim Wah House, at Caxton 
Gibbet, was gutted in the fire 
which left the building so badly 
damaged an investigation to find 
the exact cause proved incon¬ 
clusive. 

However, the cause of the fire, 
which happened in March, was 
identified as “accidental” - ruling 
out any possibility of arson. 

Fire investigators were unable to 
pinpoint exactly what started the 
fire, which more than 50 fire¬ 
fighters battled against. 

The Chinese restaurant has 
been owned by 65-year-old 
Fookyu Yeung since 1996. 

Now the restaurant is to be 
relocated temporarily to a rented 
building in Brook Street, Soham, to 
keep the business afloat. 

Mr Yeung’s son Ryan said: “The 
restaurant in Soham is not very big 
and will only hold 50 to 60 people 



maximum, but it does have a really 
nice garden at the back. 

“We are hoping to open in June.” 

Ryan added that the long-term 
plan was to rebuild the restaurant 
at Caxton Gibbet - which he said 
was likely to cost in the region of 
half a million pounds. He said it 
was also hoped the Soham rest¬ 
aurant could become a permanent 
fixture. 

Ryan said: “I don’t know what 
the timeframe for rebuilding 
would be at the moment as we 
have to wait for the insurance 
claim to come through. 

“Things are looking better, but 
obviously we have a financial 
issue.

“Manpower is going to be 
reduced by half. We had 13 chefs 
but now we’ll have to start with 
five and see how busy we get.” 

Hanson Moh, general manager, 
said: “I am very positive about the 
place in Soham. We are trying to 
expand our restaurants in and 
around the Cambridge area. 

“We hope to attract our loyal 
customers as well as new ones 
from Cambridge, Newmarket, Ely 
and beyond.” 

The firm also owns Yim Wah 
Express in Lensfield Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, which is currently being 
refurbished. It is hoped it will be 
opened in July.

“This country park will 
be giving not just Ely, but 
the whole of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, what it 
deserves.” 

The park is one of the 
key parts of the Ely Mast¬ 
erplan which states that 
more accessible green 
spaces will be needed as 
the city grows by an exp¬ 
ected 50 per cent to 28,000 
people by 2030. 

Residents say it is ess¬ 
ential to improve the 
quality of life as the city 
expands and environ¬ 
mentalists believe the 
scheme could help protect 
some of the rare wildlife 
living in the area. 

John Hill, the district 
council’s chief executive, 
said: “The plans for the 
country park are really 
exciting and offer a real 
chance to create a green 
space for Ely, to be en¬ 
joyed by both young and 
old. 

“We decided at the 
beginning of process that 
we would listen to what 
the public wanted and I 
believe that the proposals 
represent a positive bal¬ 
ance between access, fun 
and conservation. 

“We have successfully 
applied for funding and 
will now work with our 
partners to create some¬ 
thing to be proud of.”

Family’s tribute to 
bike crash victim 


TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a young, comm¬ 
unity-spirited mum who 
died while riding her 
beloved motorbike. 

Juliette Potten, 39, was killed 
when her Ducati bike was 
involved in a collision with a 
van and a car last week. 

At the time, she was planning 
a “ride out” for fellow members 
of the Cambridge Advanced 
Motorcyclists group. 

Her husband, Martin, 51, was 
working in Oxford when he was 
told about the fatal crash in 
Little Wilbraham Road, Stow- 
cum-Quy, on Tuesday morning. 

The drivers of the Toyota Yaris 
and the Citroen panel van were 
not injured. 

The couple, of Short Road, 
Stretham, had been together 
since 1988 after meeting at work 
in Downham Market and marr¬ 
ied in 1996. They have two sons 
- Benjamin, 10, and Dillon, 6. 

Mr Potten, who is a fellow 
motorbike enthusiast, said: 
“Juliette will be greatly missed 
by her family and the whole 
community 

“She was very interested in 
the community and was the

B football team.” 

The couple moved from Ald- 
reth to Stretham three years ago 
to be near the village school 
their sons attend. 

Mrs Potten had worked at the 
Cambridge office of Standard 
Life bank for more than 10 years 
until May 1 when she was made 
redundant. 

She was originally from 
Southery in Norfolk and had 
been a keen hockey player for 
Downham Market and Ely 
clubs. 

While living in Aldreth she 
chaired the community ass¬ 
ociation. At Stretham, as well as 
being involved with the boys’ 
football team, she was also 
organising a safer cycling 
scheme for Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Mr Potten said his wife had 
passed her motorcycle test in 
1986 and was a regular rider. 

Steve Bradshaw, chairman of 
Cambridge Advanced Mot¬ 
orcyclists, said: “We are all still 
very shocked by what has 
happened and it is such a 
terrible loss.

“Juliette was a highly resp¬ 
ected member of our group and 
a great person. She will be 
greatly missed.” 

Mrs Potten’s brother, Rob 
Hills, from Llandudno, Wales, 
and sister Kim Hills, from Poole, 
Dorset, drove up to the family’s 
home to support their brother- 
in-law and nephews. 

But the grieving relatives 
were dealt another blow when 
their mountain bikes, worth 
£2,500, were stolen from out¬ 
side the house. 

They had brought the bikes 
to accompany the Potten’s sons 


on a trip to Thetford Forest. 

Mr Hills, 41, said: “My eldest 
sister Kim and myself are here 
to help look after the boys and 
Martin. 

“We always take the boys out 
mountain biking and we had a 
day riding around Thetford 
Forest. 

“We left the bikes on the bike 
rack on the back of the van 
overnight. It’s always been OK 
in the past, Stretham is a safe 
place. 

“But I got up in the morning 
and both bikes had been stolen. 
It’s a problem we did not need 
with the sorrow we are feeling. 

“If whoever stole the bikes 
has any pang of conscience 
they will bring the bikes back to 
the house or to a police station.” 

His bike, worth about £1,500, 
is a full-suspension Marin and 
is a polished silver colour. 

His sister’s bike was hand- 
built in Ely. It is a silver/grey 
coloured Massy front-susp¬ 
ension bike worth about £1,000.

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‘Stupid’ drunk 
driver banned 


A FOREIGN language teach¬ 
er’s celebrations soon turn¬ 
ed sour after he got behind 
the wheel while drunk and 
crashed his car. 

Marco Castanho, 40, was found 
slumped over the steering wheel 
with blood on his head and 
covered in vomit after crashing 
into a kerb. 

The father of one had been out 
drinking with a friend on the after¬ 
noon of April 21 to raise a toast to 
his new job and his friend getting 
married. 

Despite having had no sleep or 
food for 24 hours prior to the 
boozy festivities, Castanho decided 
to drive home. 

But the qualified interpreter and 
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private language tutor crashed into 
a kerb on Silver Street, Ely, and 
punctured his tyre. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“Officers saw he had been sick, his 
head was bleeding and he smelt of 
alcohol.” 

A breath test at Ely police station 
showed Castanho had 59 micro - 
grams of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

He pleaded guilty to driving a 
motor vehicle while over the legal 
alcohol limit at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last week. 

Unrepresented in court, Cast¬ 


anho, of Beresford Road, Ely, said 
he had been “a complete idiot”. 

He told the bench: “I had only 
drunk a few bottles but I had not 
eaten or slept for around 24 hours 
before going out with my friend. 

“I know it was a stupid thing to 
do and I was a complete idiot, I just 
thought it would be fine. 

“I never usually drink and just 
wish I had not on that day. 

“I am a qualified interpreter and 
languages tutor and I hope that my 
mistake will not affect my whole 
family.” 

Mary Rone, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, banned Castanho from 
driving for 12 months. 

He was also fined £300 and 
ordered to pay £60 costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

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Apology to 
neighbours 
after tirade 

A DRUNKEN woman who caused 
havoc for neighbours after a 
booze-fuelled argument with her 
boyfriend has appeared before 
court. 

Abigail Foulds woke up families 
in Manor Close, Witchford, by 
screaming and shouting outside 
her partner’s house in the early 
hours of the morning. 

The intoxicated 20 year old also 
banged on the front windows, 
begging him to let her in. 

Residents on the usually “quiet 
street” watched from their front 
doors as she continued the tirade 
for around 10 minutes. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, said: 
“Miss Foulds was very intoxicated 
and was begging for her boyfriend 
to let her in. 

“Manor Close is a quiet resi¬ 
dential street with mainly elderly 
people and families with young 
children.” 

Police were called at around 
2am and found Foulds sitting 
crying outside the house. 

Foulds pleaded guilty to using 
threatening words/behaviour to 
cause harassment/alarm/distress 
at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

The bench heard how she was 
given a 12-month community 
order in 2007 after pleading guilty 
to two counts of beating by batt¬ 
ery. 

Unrepresented in court, Foulds 
said: “I have written letters to all 
the neighbours apologising for my 
behaviour. 

“I am embarrassed and should 
have never behaved like that.” 

Magistrates praised Foulds for 
formally apologising to residents 
but handed her a 12-month cond¬ 
itional discharge.

But Ogier, of Chequer Lane, Ely, has 
pleaded not guilty. 

Ely magistrates moved the case to 
Huntingdon Magistrates’ Court where a 
pre-trial review will be heard on June 4.

Councillor rejects 
‘two-faced’ claim 


A “TWO-FACED” district coun¬ 
cillor has been criticised after 
making contradictory statements 
about the Wicken Fen Vision 
project. 

CUr Robert Stevens has been branded a 
“naughty boy” by an outspoken opponent 
of the scheme after he spoke out in favour 
of it at a recent meeting. 

The Liberal Democrat councillor told 
members of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s strategic development comm¬ 
ittee last month that the vision was a 
“marvellous opportunity”. 

The vision, which celebrated its 10th 
anniversary earlier this month, aims to 
transform 22 square miles of land between 
Cambridge and Soham into a haven for 
wildlife, local people and visitors. 

Representing Bottisham ward, he added: 
“Obviously there are residents both for and 
against it but the vast majority of them like 
this vision and welcome it.” 

But Cllr Stevens’ comments are a far cry 
from what he really thinks of the National 
Trust’s ambitious plans, according to 
Upware resident Geoffrey Woollard.

Mr Woollard, who has been campaigning 
against the multi-million pound plans, 
said: “I am shocked by what Cllr Stevens is 
reported to have said at the meeting. 

“Councillors are supposedly meant to 
represent the area and their residents but 
he has been a two-faced and naughty boy. 

“What he said in that meeting is in sharp 
contrast to much of what he says to me. 

“And the vast majority of people do not 
like this vision, hence the 268 people who 
have signed my Save Our Fens e-petition 
online.” 

In a letter written to Mr Woollard in 
March, Cllr Stevens voiced his concerns 
about the problems that visitors flocking to 
the new open space could create for local 
villagers. 

He wrote: “The most pressing problem is 
car parkers in villages from near and afar. 

“The National Trust’s Wicken Fen Vision 
website says that visitors are welcome to 
park in the Anglesey or Wicken car parks 
for walking or cycling therefrom, yet the 


property manager at Anglesey has 
confirmed to me that he doesn’t want 
anyone parking in the Abbey car park 
unless they are visiting the Abbey. 

“Anyway, it’s only open five days a week 
whereas the Wicken one is open at ah 
times. No co-ordination here. 

“The trouble is the trust is so lamentably 
slow at responding to the situation on the 
ground.” 

But at the council meeting, Cllr Stevens 
told fellow committee members: “The 
vision is a marvellous opportunity for us to 
explore different ways that our land can be 
used.” 

Cllr Stevens told the Weekly News: “As a 
district councillor, I cannot be entirely pro 
or against anything and when it comes to 
making comments you have to consider 
every issue. 

“I have not been naughty -1 am broadly 
a supporter of the trust’s work but also 
sometimes a critic. 

“My opinions about the trust’s parking 
problems are separate from those of their 
Wicken Fen Vision in general and the vision 
is something, as I have said, I and many 
others support.”

The beautiful chicks that have 
appeared lately make a truly life- 
affirming spectacle, and I am 
deeply upset to read that in 
previous years the district council 
took steps to prevent eggs from 
hatching using brutal methods 
such as oiling. Is this not a matter 
that should have been brought to 
the attention of the RSPB? In the 20 
years I have lived in Ely the 
steadfast presence of the 
muscovies underneath their 
favourite tree at one end of the 
river front has always been quaintly 
reassuring. 

Any “mess” they make is generally 
limited to this area, allowing 
picnickers to make use of the full 
remaining stretch of riverside. 

I do hope that we will all be able to 
enjoy the presence of these very 
distinctive and unusual birds for 
many years to come, and even see 
their colony grow. 

In our technologically advanced 
world where speed seems a top 
priority and we are so often rushing 
to get from A to B, barely noticing 
our surroundings, is it not a rare 
moment for pause and reflection 
when one has to stop the car to let 
an entourage of muscovies cross 
the road?

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Wife feared for

Garner had 53 micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. The legal limit for 
driving is 35 micrograms. 

He pleaded guilty to drink-driving at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 

Unrepresented in court, he told the 
bench: “I can only apologise for my 
actions. 

“My wife and I are now working things 
out and hopefully things will be okay.” 

Garner, of Meadow Court, Littleport, was 
banned from driving for 12 months. 

He was also fined £100 and ordered to 
pay £60 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Magistrates said: “Drink-driving is a very 
serious offence and getting behind the 
wheel after such high amounts of alcohol is 
dangerous.” 

Garner opted for a drink-driving 
rehabilitation course, which could see his 
disqualification reduced by three months.

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Brave medic 
gets payout 


A PARAMEDIC who was bitten as 
he attempted to perform a citizen's 
arrest on an ex-soldier has been 
awarded £1,000 compensation and 
a £400 reward from public funds for 
his “public spiritedness”. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that 
Peter Kelly, a paramedic based at 
Stansted Airport, grabbed the car keys of 
28-year-old Terry Neaster, of Kingfisher 
Drive, Soham, after seeing him driving 
dangerously. 

Neaster, a former soldier who served in 
Iraq, pleaded guilty last week to 
dangerous driving, assault causing actual 
bodily harm and drink-driving. 

He also pleaded guilty to possession of 
a bladed article after a machete, which he 
claimed was for hunting, was found in 
the boot of his car. 

Dara Islam, prosecuting, said Neaster 
was driving towards Stansted on the Mil 
at 6.15pm on September 6 last year when 
Mr Kelly, who was driving to work, 
spotted him near junction 10. 

After seeing him swerve in and out of 
the hard shoulder Mr Kelly gave chase. 
When Neaster stopped at traffic lights Mr 
Kelly pulled in front of his car and, on 
getting out to talk to him, could smell 
drink. 

As a result Mr Kelly told Neaster he was

making a citizen’s arrest, took his car keys 
from him, and walked off. 

However, Mr Islam told the court that 
Neaster then went after him to retrieve 
the keys with a scuffle ensuing between 
the two which saw them repeatedly grab 
the keys off each other. 

Mr Islam said: “Mr Kelly then threw the 
keys into the open window of a car at 
traffic lights but saw the occupant throw 
them out and Neaster again got hold of 
them and returned to his car, whereupon 
Mr Kelly suffered a bite on his arm.” 

Mr Islam went on to describe how 
Neaster began to drive off, damaging Mr 
Kelly’s parked ambulance as he went, and 
was then stopped by another member of 
the public. 

Judge Christopher Ball told Neaster: 
“Anybody in the sober light of day would 
realise the brave and public-spirited way 
Mr Kelly intervened. You were a danger to 
yourself and others.” 

Judge Ball gave Neaster a J2-month 
suspended jail sentence, ordered him to 
carry out J50 hours unpaid work, dis¬ 
qualified him from driving for J 8 months, 
and told him to pay Mr Kelly £J,000 
compensation and £500 costs.

Patient deaths prompt 
out-of-hours care probe

Arresting scene as bollard toppled 


A POLICE car hit a bollard in Ely’s Market 
Place, to the amusement of passers-by. 

An officer was driving out of the 
pedestrianised area on Monday afternoon 
when the collision took place and 
colleagues were called to the scene. 

The uprooted bollard was cordoned off 
with police tape. 


A passer-by said: “I just heard a 
massive bang and looked around. 

“I couldn’t believe there was a knocked- 
over bollard with a police car in front of it.” 

A spokeswoman for the police told the 
Weekly News: “We were called to an 
incident where an officer had collided with 
a post in Ely’s Market Place.” 


THE local health authority is 
reviewing its provision of out-of- 
hours GP cover after a patient was 
accidentally killed by a German 
doctor, the Commons was told last 
week. 

Health Minister Ben Bradshaw said he 
was informed by the East of England SHA 
that it had discovered “new issues of 
concern” about Take Care Now (TCN), the 
provider of the service in the fatal case. 

These pre-dated the Dr Daniel Ubani 
case and the authority was now reviewing, 
with the primary care trusts (PCTs) con¬ 
cerned, their previous decision “to 
continue to use TCN services pending the 
outcome of the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) investigation”. 

His comments came during question 
time as MPs from all sides of the House 
pressed ministers to improve out-of-hours 
provision in the wake of the death, which 
Mr Bradshaw acknowledged was an 
“absolutely terrible” case. 

Dr Ubani was working his first shift in 
Britain when he accidentally killed 70- 
year-old patient David Gray with an 
overdose of painkillers while providing 
out-of-hours cover for GPs in February 
2008. 

Mr Gray, of Manea, was given 10 times 
the maximum dose of a painkilling drug by 
the doctor. 

Dr Ubani had arrived in Britain only the 


day before, to work for a Cambridgeshire 
health trust. He said he was “too tired” to 
concentrate when giving Mr Gray the drug, 
after having only three hour’s rest before 
starting his shift. 

An elderly Ely woman also died shortly 
after being treated by Ubani. 

Solihull Liberal Democrat Lorely Burt 
said that following the case it was 
impossible for ministers to reassure MPs 
about out-of-hours provision because 
there was “no mechanism for assuring the 
quality and consistency” of the service. 

The East of England SHA said it was still 
in discussion with the region’s PCTs “to 
ascertain their views on what alternative 
arrangements for out-of-hours ser¬ 
vices they could make if necessary to 
ensure the continuation of a safe service”. 

But, it added it was waiting for the 
verdict of the CQC inquiry before making 
any decisions. 

Dr Paul Cosford, regional director of 
public health, said: “In the light of the Mr 
Gray / Dr Ubani case NHS East of Eng¬ 
land asked the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) to carry out a full investigation 
into the case and the circumstances 
surrounding it, as well as the role of Take 
Care Now and its provision of Out of 
Hours Services to areas in the east of 
England. 

“The CQC has agreed to carry out this 
investigation with the co-operation of Take 
Care Now and the relevant NHS bodies.”

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Cupboard love gets a 
whole new lease of life 


When did you last really clear out 
your food cupboards? Not just the 
tins of beans at the front, but that 
collection of bizarre edible products 
lurking in the shadows behind your 
ketchup. 

Our inherited belief that chucking out 
food is ’wrong’ can bind us to some odd 
foodstuffs. 

Jars of unsavoury cook-in sauce, 
novelty holiday purchases and 
unseasonal Christmas fare remain 
stubbornly on the shelf, while at the same 
time, we’re binning fresh food once a 
week. 

As Judith Wills, author of The New 
Home Larder, points out, we’ll happily 
chuck away half the contents of our fridge 
before we touch that bottle of curried 
fruit from Thailand. 

Having ruthlessly transformed her 
chaotic larder into an efficient storage 
system, the cook says people are usually 
embarrassed by the contents of their 
shelves. 

“I like to have a nose, but other people 
don’t like it because they’re ashamed of 
their cupboards,” she says. 

Judith adds that most people have got 
out of the habit of stocking their store 
cupboards with useful food. 

“We tend to buy things and stick them 
in the fridge or freezer. All we’ll have in 
the cupboard is flour, sugar, baked beans 
and tomato ketchup.” 

But living off fresh food and endless 
trips to the supermarket spells disaster 
for the environment and our wallets. 

In her new book, Judith challenges our 
hoarding habits and revisits the idea of 
the larder. 

“Many people have forgotten that you 
can make a meal from scratch from your 
cupboard. I’ve got quite a few recipes 
which require no fresh food or just one 
fresh ingredient,” she says. 

If Judith hasn’t been to the supermarket 
(a trip she only makes once a fortnight) 
she’ll rustle up a little almond soup. 

“I might have it with cous cous and 
dried fruits, nuts and spices. That’s 
terrific.” 

But she admits to still having a few 
naughty cupboard secrets. 

“Last week I found a can of Icelandic 
fish balls in one of mine,” she giggles. 

Here are Judith’s top J2 store cupboard 
essentials and some recipes that will get 
the most out of your larder... 

J) Light olive oil: The light types are ideal 
both for cooking and in salad dressings so 
you needn’t buy separate bottles for 
different purposes. 

2) Dried pasta spirals: More versatile than 
spaghetti or tagliatelle as their compact 
shape means they can be used in bakes, 
soups, stews and salads. 

3) Harissa paste: This hot North African 
pepper paste - a more-ish mix of red 
chillies, herbs, spices and oil - can be 
used instead of fresh chillies, lazy chilli, 
paprika, cayenne or even curry powder or 
paste. Also tastes great thinned with oil 
and brushed over steak or chops, added 
to mayo for a quick dip or to yoghurt for a 
marinade. 

4) Honey: A great substitute for sugar in 
baking, hot drinks and delicious on toast, 
honey also makes a great quick drizzle for 


breakfast cereals, yoghurt and fresh fruit. 
It can be used as a marinade ingredient 
for grilled chicken, roast gammon and 
lamb, or simply added to salad dressings. 

5) Canned cannellini beans: Quick, cheap 
and easy protein source - ideal tipped 
into vegetable soups, meat stews (to eke 
out the costly meat) and good for three- 
bean salad, or blended with lemon juice 
and seasoning for a quick dip. 

6) Ready-to-eat apricots: Poach in water 
for breakfast (puree leftovers for a great 
sauce for ice-cream), eat as healthy 
snacks, or chopped and added to 
couscous or rice salads, cakes or 
home-made bread. 

7) Blanched almonds: The most 
versatile of all the nuts, they can be 
chopped and sprinkled on 
yoghurt, fruit or breakfast cereal, 
flaked and added to chicken or 
pork stir-fry, added to cakes and 
biscuits or ground and added to 
crumble topping, sweet pastry and 
cakes or made into a delicious 
soup with milk, chicken stock and 
seasoning. 

8) Dried lentils: Make a delicious 
soup from scratch in 30 minutes 
with brown, green or puy lentils, 
chopped carrot, onion and celery, 
vegetable stock and seasoning. Simmer 
the ingredients then blend. Also great 
cooked and stirred into rice salad, or 
used as a side dish instead of potatoes. 

9) Sun-dried tomato paste: Gives a more 
intense hit to all kinds of stews, 
casseroles, soups and sauces than 
ordinary tomato puree or canned 
tomatoes. Stir some into mayonnaise for 
a tasty dip or baked potato topping. 


JO) Microwaveable rice: A pouch of brown 
or white basmati rice that will cook in 
just two minutes in the microwave is the 
ideal store cupboard standby. Use not 
only for an instant curry accompaniment 
but also cooled to make a great salad 
with chopped cucumber/onions/ 
peppers/dried fruit/nuts. 

11) Canned tuna in water: More versatile 
and less fatty than tuna in oil and 
healthier than high-salt tuna in brine. 
This makes a great lunch with sliced 


tomatoes, red onion and cannellini or 
butterbeans, all dressed in vinaigrette. 

12) Balsamic vinegar: Ideal all-round 
vinegar, great for salad dressings (even 
on its own), add a dash to onions, 
tomatoes or mushrooms while they are 
sauteing to bring out the flavour. Use 
with olive oil or on its own as a dip for 
bread - or sprinkle over strawberries 
instead of sugar.

Candidates line up 
for European seats 


MORE than 90 
candidates are lined up 
to fight for the seven 
Eastern region seats in 
the European 
Parliament. 

As well as the big 
three political parties - 
the Conservatives, 
Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats -11 other 
groupings are involved 
in the contest, plus one 
independent candidate. 

Currently the region 
has three Conservative 
MEPs, two United 
Kingdom 

Independence Party 
MEPs, one Labour MER 
and one Liberal 
Democrat MER 

Of those, four are 
standing for re-election 
- Conservatives 
Geoffrey Van Orden and 
Robert Sturdy, Labour’s 
Richard Howitt, and Lib 
Dem Andrew Duff. 

Unlike the council 
elections, which use a 
first-past-the-post 
system, the Euro 
elections involve 
proportional represen¬ 
tation, where seats are 
allocated to parties or 
individuals according to 
their share of the vote. 


Each party submits a 
list of up to seven can¬ 
didates, listing them in 
order of priority - with 
candidate number one 
the first choice to take a 
seat should the party 
win one, number two 
the second choice, and 
so on. 

On polling day, 
people will vote for the 
party of their choice, 
not an individual 
candidate. The only 
exception to this is 
where a candidate is an 
individual not affiliated 
to any party or 
grouping. 

Applications to vote 
by post have now 
closed. But people who 
cannot make it to a 
polling station on June 
4 can apply to vote by 
proxy-someone 
appointed by them to 
vote on their behalf. 

To vote by proxy, 
applications must be 
received by 5pm on 
Wednesday, May 27.

public transport. And, just rec¬ 
ently, we learnt that the number 
of people killed or seriously 
injured on our roads is at a 
record low.

The Liberal Democrats have 
challenged the Conservatives to a 
public debate focusing on the 
two parties’ manifestos.

“Surely for this, we would expect 
to see some serious improve¬ 
ment in the quality of services 
that the council provides to the 
most vulnerable members of our 
community. 

“Instead, areas like youth and 
mental health provision, which 
have long been under-funded, 
continue to be short changed. 

“The administration has been 
heavily criticised for failings in 
the provision of adult services 
and the Tories now assure us that 
they ‘have been able to ensure 
that services for the most vul¬ 
nerable children and adults will 
be protected and enhanced’.

Downsizers find 
small is beautiful 


S maller gardens 
are the talk of 
Chelsea Flower 
Show this year after 
several big sponsors 
pulled out because of 
the credit crunch. 

So it’s timely that Chelsea 
veteran and award¬ 
winning designer Andrew 
Mclndoe has looking at the 
easiest ways to downsize. 

“Leaving a garden that 
you have created and 
enjoyed to downsize to a 
smaller plot is difficult, and 
it would be all too easy to 
be negative about change 
and to hang on to the 
past,” says Mr Mclndoe, 
designer of the Hillier 
exhibit, which holds the 
unprecedented record of 
63 consecutive gold 
medals at Chelsea. 

After writing a book, 
Losing The Plot, for those 
who want or need to 
downsize their ambitions, 
he has these top 10 tips: 

1. See it as an 

opportunity to start afresh 
with a blank canvas. Do 
not try to replicate your 
previous garden on a 
smaller scale - it rarely 
works. 

2. Do not attempt to dig 
up lots of plants and take 
them with you if you move. 

There are bound to be 
one or two old friends you 
will want to keep, but limit 
it to those that will move 
well.

3. Make radical changes 
at the outset. Tired old 
paving does not improve 
with age, it gets worse. If 
you need to put up or 
replace fences and 
buildings, do it before you 
start planting. 

4. Plan or redesign your 
garden from where you 
will see it most - usually 
from key windows. This 
will influence where you 
put features and utilities, 
and will ensure that you 
can enjoy your garden 
throughout the year. 

5. Choose plants that 
work hard to earn their 
keep, and which have 
more than one season of 
interest and need little 
attention. 

6. Keep an open mind to 
radically different ways of 
gardening. You do not have 
to have a lawn. You do not 
have to grow roses. Raised 
beds might make life 
easier. Grow vegetables in 
containers, even if you 
have never tried before.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lilac (Syringa) 

Recent reports about a 
rare lilac being stolen from 
a collection which grows in 
Withdean Park in Brighton, 
by professionals armed 
with secateurs and saws, 
prompted me to ponder 
on these glorious shrubs 
with their clusters of 
fragrant flowers in shades 
of mauve, pink and white. 

The most common is S. 

vulgaris, which you’ll 
find at most garden 
centres. Good varieties 
include Firmament, which 
produces panicles of 
fragrant, single, lilac-blue 
flowers in May, and 
Andenken An Ludwig 
Spath, with clusters of 
wine-red flowers. 

If you have a small 
garden, a better choice 
might be a slow-growing 
lilac such as S. meyeri 
Palibin, which forms a 
compact bush covered 
from late spring to early 
summer with clusters of 
fragrant pale lavender- 
pink flowers. 

Lilac is an easy plant 
which will grow in any 
reasonable soil, although it 
prefers chalk, in a sunny 
spot. Be warned that some 
types will grow to four 
metres (12 feet) and you 
will need to feed or mulch 
them annually and remove 
both suckers and dead 
flowers. Cut out thin and 
unproductive branches 
immediately after 
flowering.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity.

Plxo hits the small car 



FINANCIAL meltdown or 
not, there’s a lot to be 
said for low-cost motor¬ 
ing, writes Iain Dooley. 

And if there’s one car 
shaping up to be a model 
candidate it’s Nissan’s Pixo. 
Small on the outside, a small 
engine under its bonnet but 
room for four inside, its 
existence proves that cheap 
really can be cheerful. 

The car’s entry-level price 
is certainly a headline 
grabber. All credit to Nissan 
for taking the pragmatic 
approach to low-cost 
motoring, then. What you 
see is what you get - and the 
view isn’t half bad. Unlike so 
many new ‘small’ cars, the 
Pixo doesn’t look bloated or 
oversize. In fact, it’s 
something of a throwback to, 
say, the 1980s when small 
cars really were small. 

With its presentable 
exterior complete with 
welcoming face, the 
unpretentious theme 
continues inside. Everything 


you need is right where you 
expect it to be. The clean 
lines of the fascia hide a few 
useful storage areas, while 
the few instruments and 
controls are clear and easy to 
use. All in all it’s exactly what 
you’d expect from a car from 
a mainstream maker 
positioned at the budget end 
of the market. 

And for a car a whisker 
over 3.5 metres long you first 
wonder if everyone will fit. 
There’s no magic involved 
yet four adults can sit in 
reasonable comfort. By 
extension, a small family will 
have no trouble in the 
accommodation 
department. 

The modest theme 
continues under the Pixo’s 
bonnet, where you’ll find a 
three-cylinder, 1.0-litre 
petrol engine. You might 
think that 68bhp is on the 
low side but, for the bulk of 
what the Pixo will be doing, 
68 horses is just fine. On the 
move there’s a purposeful 
thrum from the engine yet, 


even when pushed hard, it 
rarely sounds like it’s 
struggling. 

In fact, the little engine 
punches well above its 
weight whatever the 
situation. It thrums along 
quite nicely around town; 
the slick five-speed manual 
gearbox is a fine companion. 
There’s plenty of zip when 
you need to go that bit faster. 
Indeed, the engine is no 
slouch at motorway speeds. 
Out of town you never get 
the feeling the car is out of 
its depth, furthering the 
notion that the Pixo could be 
more than just a city car. 

But the real kicker is the 
little Nissan’s green 
credentials. You’d expect the 
car to be economical but the 
official combined figure of 
64.2mpg is sure bring relief 
to your bank balance. 
Running this a close second 
is the car’s C02 figure: 
103g/km - an impressive 
achievement. 

All that’s left once you’ve 
picked your jaw off the floor

Garage code 


WOULD you use a 
plumber who isn’t 
CORGI-registered or 
book your holiday 
through a travel 
agent who isn’t a 
member of ABTA? 

Of course you 
wouldn’t. 

So why would you let 
your car be serviced or 
repaired by a garage that 
is unregulated? 

More than 170 of an 
estimated 200 garages in 
East Anglia have so far 
signed up for the new 
Motor Industry Code of 
Practice for Service and 
Repair. There are 25,000 
service and repair 
centres in the UK and 
until recently there was 
no established code of 
practice which would 
reassure motorists that 
they were getting 
properly looked after 
and a fair deal. 

Now the Motor 
Industry Code of 
Practice for Service and 
Repair is in place and 
the cowboy operators 
are being run out of 
town. Well, so far one 
has. But, as Chris Mason, 
director of Motor Codes 


Ltd, the SMMT-backed 
organisation that 
developed and runs the 
code, points out it shows 
the set-up has teeth. The 
Code is the culmination 
of three years’ work 
following what is known 
as a “super complaint” 
about the garage 
business from the 
National Consumers’ 
Council to the Office of 
Fair Trading. 

“The industry was at a 
crossroads in 2005,” said 
Mason. “The OFT gave 
us one last chance to 
regulate ourselves, so we 
did.” 

Mason, a Jaguar- 
trained apprentice who 
went on to work for 
Toyota before running 
his own garage for 
several years in the 
1990s, was chosen by 
the SMMT because he 
had already helped set 
up the New Car Code of 
Practice in 2004. But this 
was something of a leap 
into the dark since 
Mason and his team 
don’t really know how 
many service and repair 
outlets there are. The 
number of franchised 
dealers and MOT testing 


stations comes to 
around 19,000 “and I 
can’t see there being 
more than 30,000 
garages,” he says. 

What they do know is 
that there are 30 million 
cars on the UK’s roads 
that need looking after. 

In the first few months 
since the Code was 
launched, 5,000 garages 
have paid the £75 
annual subscription to 
join - and one has been 
expelled for refusing to 
enter into conciliation 
after a valid complaint 
was made by a customer. 
An independent panel 
meets quarterly to rule 
on such mis¬ 
demeanours. The 
numbers of complaints 
seem to be falling. 
Consumer Direct, the 
government-funded 
advice service, reported 
that in 2008 there were 
somewhere around 
20,000 complaints about 
servicing and repairs. In 
the final quarter of last 
year, the Motor Industry 
Code registered 1,200 
complaints, of which 
just 45 were valid.

awareness of the service 
and repair sector and for 
the garages themselves, 
the £75 subscription is a 
useful marketing and 
advertising tool. Once 
signed up, garages are 
inspected every two 
years by the RAC. 

The code covers 
advertising, booking in 
work, completing work, 
billing and staff issues. 
The key areas of 
complaint are over¬ 
charging, doing 

unnecessary work, 
charging for work not 
done, poor levels of 
workmanship and 
completing work 
without authorisation. 
The main principle 
behind the code is that 
customers shouldn’t 
have any surprises when 
they collect their car, 
says Mason. 

The code is backed by 
the Retail Motor 
Industry Federation 
(RMIF) and its 
Independent Garage 
Association, the 

National Franchised 
Dealers’ Association and 
the National Tyre 
Distribution 
Association.

ONE of the most popular Mazda 
models in Britain got a major boost to 
its appeal on Monday when the all- 
new Mazda3 range went on sale, 
priced from £13,500. 

The new 20-strong model line-up 
(16 hatchback and four saloon cars), 
has a more striking design, higher 
levels of interior comfort and a more 
premium cabin environment. Both 
retail and fleet customers will benefit 
from the dramatic C02 reductions that 
Mazda’s engineers have achieved to 
bring models below the 120g/km and 
160g/km tax thresholds. 

“With its fresh body style, more 
powerful and emotional design, the 
all-new Mazda3 brings the 
sophistication, style, technology and 
refinement of the larger Mazda6 to the 


small family car sector,” comments 
Mark Cameron, sales and marketing 
director for Mazda UK. “The new 
model is improved visually, technically 
and in terms of comfort. We have 
given it an even more generous 
specification at each equipment level, 
so Mazda3 continues to deliver great 
value for money.” 

All-new Mazda3 is offered with a 
choice of four petrol and three diesel 
powertrains, all fine-tuned to use less 
fuel. Customers who prefer a petrol 
engine can choose from 1.6-litre 
(103bhp), 2.0-litre (147bhp with a 
new 5-speed automatic transmission) 
or 2.0-litre (148bhp) powertrains for 
the 11 regular Mazda3 models - or the 
2.3-litre 256bhp turbocharged engine 
in the Mazda3 MPS, due to be 


launched later in the year. The choice 
of diesel engines is expanded to 
encompass 1.6-litre (106bhp), and the 
new 2.2-litre (147bhp) and 2.2-litre 
(181 bhp) engines.

Money not main motivator 


A RECENT poll by Monster 
has shown that personal sat¬ 
isfaction drives half of UK 
employees to do a good job at 
work. 

The results also showed that 
27 per cent of respondents 
were driven by money, while 
15 per cent were motivated by 
wanting to win the respect of 
their peers and boss. 

Surprisingly, only eight per 
cent of respondents are driv¬ 
en by the prospect of promo¬ 
tion. 

Monster Meter recently 
asked workers in the the UK:

The poll results show that 

personal satisfaction in 
Ireland, Spain and Denmark 
was the biggest motivator, 
with 57 per cent of respon¬ 
dents reporting so. 

High results were also 
reported in Italy, the 
Netherlands and the UK with 
54 per cent, 53 per cent and 
50 per cent, respectively. 

Workers in France and 
Austria reported the lowest 
levels of motivation from per¬ 
sonal satisfaction with only 32 
per cent each. Instead, work¬ 
ers in both countries say they 
are motivated primarily by 


money. 

Workers in Poland are the 
most driven by money, with 
nearly half (46 per cent) of 
workers reporting so.
